L 35 U.S,C 103fa^ Rejections over Miller et al. in view of Marzocchi et al. 

Claims 1, 3, 5-8 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being 
uiq)atentable over Miller et al. (US 6,228,785) in view of Marzocchi et al. (US 
4,^65,563), Independent claim 1 reads as follows: 

"1 . A roof covering con>prising: 

a roofing mat formed from fibers of a fiber material, the fibers coated with a 

sizing; and 

an asphalt-based coating material that coats the mat; 

the sizing including a sulfiir'-containing material that bonds to the fiber 
material, the sulfur-containing material having sulfur groups that form cross-links 
with fbe asphalt;
